Mr. Neel was an old indian 
fighter, and it was by accident 
that he escaped the Dove G'resk 
fignt. 
He was residing at the 
mouth of Resley Creek, but was 
away from home at the time the 
march toward Dove Creek was 
started. 
He 
returned 
home, 
however, in time to have gone, 
but he was east of the Leon, and 
started to catch the crowd that 
had organized 
and gone, but 
when he reached the river he 
could not cross. 
Mr. Neel has a large number of 
friends who still reside here, and 
with whom he was permitted the 
pleasure of meeting this week. 
He stated that it is not hi*; inten­ 
tion to return to Texas, as he 
loves the splendid atmosphere of 
California 
where 
they 
have 
spring weather every day, and 
fresh garden vegetables the year 
round. 
He is now 68 years of 
age but looks to be about 45.

Our old time friend, and one of 
the first settlers of Comanche 
county, was a visitor te our office 
this week, and while we have 
heard of him all through these 
years, this was our personal ac­ 
quaintance with him. 


The good man we have refer­ 
ence to was Marion Cross, known 
by all the pioneers of the county, 
and is a friend to every one of 
them. 
Mr. Cross has just return­ 
ed from a visit to Edna Hill, an 
old stamping ground of his half 
a century ago, 
In the early days of Texas, Ma­ 
rion Cross was among the fore­ 
most among those sturdy pio­ 
neers and heroes that emblazon­ 
ed upon the pages of Comanche’s 
history, the glories cf 
which 
they love to tell, and who encoun­ 
tered the hardships which they 
trust will come to us no more. 
His mission to Edna Hill was to 
visit some of 
his old friends, 
among them being 
Gilbreath, 
Barbee and Capell, whom he had 
not seen in Over fifty years. 
A remarkable occurrence hue 
been experienced in Mr. Cross’ 
visit, that being that he ate off 
the same table he ate from in the 
sixties. 
That was at the home of 
Mr. Barbee. 
When 
Mr. Cross 
visited the 
Barbee home, he 
mentioned the old table, and was 
informed that it was stored away 
for safe keeping. 
But Mr. Bar­ 
bee brought forth the old relic 
and had it placed in the dining 
room and with his family and Ma­ 
rion Cross as their guest, they 
partook of a meal from this old 
table which is still in good re­ 
pair 
Mr. Cross has written a history 
entitled “ Early Days in Centra 
Texas.** and should be read by 
everybody in this section who is 
interested in the history of the 
country. 
Some of the subjects 
discussed will recall to mind of 
every native of this section the 
stories they have heard, and the 
old timers of Comanche will re­ 
member many of the experiences 
recorded. 
Here are some of the 
subjects discussed:

his election to the senate was by 
primary, when after failure to se­ 
cure the appointment and election 
from the legislature against the 
late Senator Carmack, he gained a 
victory when the question was sub­ 


mitted to the people of his state. 
Bob Taylor first sprung into 
prominence when he ran against 
his brother, Alf Taylor, for gov­ 
ernor of Tennessee. 
Alf Taylor 
was the republican nominee and 
Bob Taylor, the democratic. 
In 
the campaign of the two brothers. 
Bob Taylor [played the violin at 
every speaking place and earned 
the name of 
“ Fiddling 
Bob.” 
Between session of the senate, and 
before being elected, Bob Taylor 
lectured throughout the count 
He was almost as well knov.n 
Texas as in Tennessee. 
As a 
painter he had but few equals an 
no fuperiors. 
His picture of Ten­ 
nesseeans migrating from 
their 
native state to Texas in the days 
before railroads is considered a 
masterpiece of literature.

They Still Served the Old,plugger After 
He Quit Baseball. 
One of the oldest and most eccentric 
characters baseball has ever produced 
wns old Pete Browning, the famous 
slugger, who played with louisville 
around the eighties and later joined 
the Cleveland club in ISIK) during the 
Brotherhood war. 
Pete was a littbo off in his roof gar­ 
den and had only one idea in his head 
day or night. 
Anything that concern 
cd his precious batting average was 
meat and drink to him. 
It made no 
difference bow many fly bails he drop 
ped or let get by him as long as he 
lauded two or three safe ones during 
a game. 
Bats were n mania with Browning, 
and whenever he could pick up a club 
which suited him it was added to his 
enormous collection. 
So many were 
gathered at various points on some of 
bls trips that he sometimes was forced 
to pay excess baggage on the prizes. 
According to Van ilaltren, it was 
Browning who introduced the habit of 
rubbing down a bat with tobacco Juice, 
which custom is followed to this day 
by many of the players. 
The idea la 
to roughen the surface of the stick 
and prevent so many fouls slipping off 
one side or the other. 
Browning, who was a great user of 
the weed. used to polish down his 
sticks in this way without any appar­ 
ent reason until he commenced to be­ 
lieve that it made a difference with his 
hitting, and after that no wagon tongue 
of his ever escaped a coating of the ob 
noxious fluid. 
Other players took it up in the hope 
of emulating Browning, aud now' it is 
a common custom throughout tho coun­ 
try. 
When Pete retired from the game 
all the bats, relics of former days, 
were still In his possession. 
In order 
to keep them always in his sight Pete 
had them turned down to a uniform 
size and used them os posts for the 
baluster in his house. 
To the day of his death they remain­ 
ed the most valued of his possessions.
